Joan  Aliberti’s  absence  was  quickly  felt  this  fall.  As  a  teacher,  she  touched  hundreds 
with  her  warmth,  wit,  and  consideration.  It  is  impossible  to  forget  her  concern  for  her 
students  and  her  valuable  contributtions  to  the  Malden  Public  Schools. 

Ms.  Aliberti  served  the  students  of  Malden  as  a  teacher,  counselor,  and  as  a  school 
committee  member.  Her  education  was  continuous  and  commendable;  she  received 
degrees  from  New  England  College,  University  of  Paris,  Boston  University,  Boston  Col¬ 
lege,  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education.  She  championed  the  causes  of  alienated 
and  disenfranchised  students.  Her  goal  was  not  only  to  help  students  stay  in  school,  but 
also  to  gain  a  genuine  love  of  learning. 

Most  recently  working  with  ESL  students,  Ms.  Aliberti  continued  focusing  on  the  indi¬ 
vidual  needs  of  the  child.  She  took  particular  interest  in  helping  students  establish  and 
maintain  a  positive  self-  concept.  Her  knowledge,  experience,  and  empathy  helped 
countless  immigrant  students  transition  into  mainstream  classes.  She  encouraged  stu¬ 
dents  to  build  language  experiences  through  the  telling  of  their  own  personal  histories. 
She  had  a  wonderful  way  of  broadening  students’  views  of  their  own  bright  futures. 

Joan  was  passionate  about  equal  rights  and  was  an  avid  activist.  She  was  very  sensi¬ 
tive  to  the  fact  that  some  of  her  female  students  came  from  cultures  where  women  have  a 
second  class  status.  She  always  took  care  to  ensure  that  her  female  students  were  on 
equal  footing  in  her  classes  and  did  not  settle  for  less  because  of  gender.

Summer  ended  way  too  soon  and  once  again  the  routine  procedures  of  high  school  life  took  their  place  as  priorities.  We  woke  up 
somewhere  between  5:30  a.m.  or  6:00  a.m.,  showered,  ate  breakfast,  etc.  We  reacquainted  ourselves  with  custom,  forced  our  bodies  to 
forget  about  lethargic  mornings  and  late  nights,  and  adhered  one  last  time  to  school  standards.  Each  year  the  same  process  is  com¬ 
pleted:  pens,  notebooks,  binders,  lunch  bags,  loose-leaf  paper,  and  outfits  all  purchased  with  alarming  efficiency.  However,  knowing  that 
this  will  be  the  last  year  before  our  immersion  into  the  ‘real  world’  makes  the  abrupt  transition  worthwhile.  Finally,  we  have  reached  the 
definitive  stage  of  our  high  school  education-THE  END.

Since  we  were  freshmen  we’ve  heard  rumors  of  senior  year  being  ‘laidback’  and  ‘easy’,  yet  we  can  apply  no  such  adjectives  to 
our  current  schedule.  Between  homework,  extracurricular  activities,  family  obligations,  and  sports,  we  barely  have  time  to  enjoy 
ourselves.  We  suppose  this  is  a  factual  portrayal  of  the  real  world:  one  of  deadlines,  stress,  and  self-control  within  chaos.  In  a  few 
months,  there  will  be  no  one  to  coach  us  along  and  tell  us  what’s  wrong  or  right  for  our  lives.  If  we  miss  a  deadline  or  decide  to  go  to  a 
party  instead  of  completing  an  assignment,  it  will  all  fall  back  on  us.  No  more  excuses  -  at  least  not  any  as  ingenuous  as  “the  dog  ate 
my  homework.”  Mistakes  after  high  school  cost  eight  or  nine  thousand  dollars  per  semester. 

Picking  a  college  is  similar  to  choosing  a  comfortable  pair  of  running  shoes.  You  have  to  consider  what  fits  you  best,  the  distance 
you  can  travel,  whether  or  not  you  want  the  designer  label,  and  in  the  end,  all  your  worrying  may  not  even  matter  if  you’re  short  of 
cash.  What  if  we  choose  the  wrong  one?  Will  our  college  decision  affect  the  outcome  of  our  entire  lives?  If  we  choose  college  A,  will 
we  be  better  off  than  if  we  choose  college  B?  Will  we  be  worse?  One  teacher  said  that  next  to  buying  a  car  and  a  house,  college  is  one 
of  the  most  expensive  purchases  we’ll  ever  make.  If  the  decision  is  that  important,  why  don’t  they  offer  a  class  on  choosing  the  right 
college? 

Another  question  many  of  us  need  to  consider  is  if  we  even  want  to  pursue  college.  Options  are  plentiful,  whether  they  include 
heading  straight  to  college,  enrolling  in  a  trade  school,  going  directly  to  work,  or  enlisting  in  the  military.
